A Model Surveyor. 

The Kingman Leader-Conrier tells of 
an early day county surveyor tn King- 
man county, Kan., whe neither pga 
seased any instruments nor could have 
used them if he had. His methad of 
measuring land was to tle his. ankles 
together with a cord that’ war just 
long enough to aliow him to step one 
fifth of a rod each time, and thus hob- 


bled he would strike out, : counting his 


steps until he had. mada a sufficient 
number to cover ‘the desired distance.
